Ovid Vickers, longtime English 
instructor at East Central Junior 
College, has been chosen to 
receive the 1982 “Distinguished 
Faculty Award” by the East Cen¬ 
tral Junior College Alumni 
Association. The selection of 
Vickers for this award was made 
on the basis of his love of 
teaching, his interest in students, 
and his ability to enliven his 
classes while not diminishing the 
effectiveness of his teaching. 
Vickers will be honored at 
Homecoming activities on Satur¬ 
day, Oct. 9 including a reception 
in the Fine Arts Building at 4:30, 
the Alumni Banquet in Mabry' 
Cafeteria at 5:30, during half¬ 
rime ceremonies at the East Cen¬ 
tral-Pearl River game, and after 
the game with an open house in 
the Faculty Lounge of the 
Student Center. 

Vickers came to East Central in 
1955 from Peabody College 
where he was a Master’s Fellow. 


Not many people know that Ovid Vickers of Decatur received the 
first East Central Junior College Distinguished Faculty Award 
presented by the ECJC Alumni Association in the spring. Mr. 
Vickers was a most deserving recipient of this award. Everywhere 
you go and meet former ECJC students, the first question they 
usually ask is, “How is Mr. Vickers”. He has touched many lives 
down through the years. You feel his sincere interest in each 
student. He is dedicated to his teaching and the institution. He has 
been asked to serve on panels, to act as Master ol Ceremony, and 
even fill in when a pastor is away. No matter what he is aksed to do, 
he fills the duty superbly. 

Mr. Vickers mentioned to me the other day that he writes a 
column each week for his home town paper in Eastman, Georgia, 
THE DODGE COUNTY TIMES JOURNAL. He is a poet and 
loves to tell tales of days gone by. His poetry has been printed in 
literary journals across the South. 

Mr. Vickers is a truly professional individual. He has served as 
an officer in the Mississippi Folklore Society almost since its incep¬ 
tion. The Southeastern Conference of English Teachers annually 
elects him to an office. He stays current with new ideas and new 
approaches to teaching. 

Not many teachers can make learning fun. Mr. Vickers can make 
his classes a truly fun learning experience. You feel his brilliance in 
his subject matter, and his caring attitude toward his students. 1 
shall never forget my class under Mr. Vickers. He stands out as one 
of the greatest teachers I ever had. 1 know that my opinion is shared 
by many. 

Usually the Mr. ECJC honor goes to a student, but if a faculty 
member could receive that title, it surely would go to Mr. Vickers.
